The Bloomingdale Village Board learned Wednesday 
that its 4-year-old $15,000 performance bond on improve­ 
ments in Suncrest Highlands Unit Four is in jeopardy. 
Land that was put up in support of the bond 
has a 
tax lien on it at this time, the DuPage County Clerk s 
office reported to B loom in gd ale--------------------------------------------- 
officials 
recently. 
Should 
the 
back taxes not be paid off by 
November the land would be 
sold in an auction and all vil­ 
lage claims to it would be lost 
The property is not part of 
Suncrest Highlands itself, but is 
instead land on which a shop­ 
ping center was to be built by 
developer Joe Krass. 
Village Pres Stanley Haver- 
kampf told the Register that he 
is, “sure that Krass will re­ 
deem the property before the 
deadline, twit if he doesn’t our 
liens will be lost ” 
THE VILLAGE 
was placed 
in the uncomfortable position of 
holding a potentially worthless 
bond when the land supporting 
the bond was not put into es­ 
crow for the first two years 
that the bond was held,

T h i s technicality was cor­ 
rected when the new village at­ 
torney, Jack Waghome uncov­ 
ered the oversight two years 
ago. but the village no longer 
had exclusive liens on the land 
by then

It was rumored at the village 
board meeting that another de­ 
veloper has purchased vacant 
lots in Suncrest Highlands Unit 
Four, but the village has had 
no contact with the new build­ 
er, if there, indeed, is one.

While 
new 
and 
returning 
crowds of students register in 
the north wing of Lake Park 
High School, their teachers for 
the rapidly-approaching school 
year are already at work in the 
south wing. 
Unlike most high schools in 
many ways, Lake Park stands 
completely alone in the area of 
teachers’ workshops. Only the 
Roselle high school requires its 
staff to return to work a fuU 
two weeks before the opening 
day of school. 
Taxpayers have asked, “Why 
does it take them two weeks to 
do what other schools do in two 
days?” 
The Lake Park administra­ 
tion’s 
straightforward 
answer 
is, “They simply don't do the 
job as well as we do.” The ad­ 
ministration might also remind 
the taxpayer that the teachers 
receive no extra pay for two 
extra weeks of work 
And what goes on during the 
workshop? 
THIS YEAR 45 per cent of 
the staff is new to the high 
school. Many are new to teach­ 
ing altogether. 
For these individuals a major 
purpose of the workshop is to 
acquaint them with Lake Park 
methods and procedures as well 
as teaching them the workings 
of the budding so that opening 
day might not be a traumatic 
experience. 
For the veterans or experi­ 
enced teachers the workshop 
serves to reorient mental proc­ 
esses that have lain idle for 
three months. 
In addition the veterans have 
the task of taking the rookies 
under their coUective wings and 
sharing 
teaching 
experiences 
that might serve as guidelines 
in the months to come. 
The collective purpose of the 
workshop is to get everyone 
ready for that first day of class­ 
es. Hie student might not be 


ready to jump back into the) 
classroom routine on Sept. 5, but 
the staff will be. 
The hours of planning for the 
coming year have only one pur­ 
pose: to perform the task of, 
education more effectively, ef-j 
ficiently, and attractively than 
ever before. 
The real subject of the work­ 
shop is always the students, and 
the students’ interests. 
MEETINGS OF 
the entire 
faculty and of individual de­ 
partments are the rule during 
the two-week preparation. Time 
is also allowed for teachers to 
organize their files and browse j 
through 
the 
library 
and 
re­ 
source centers in search of new 1 
material which can be 
inte­ 
grated into their course so that 
a few more students might be 
reached with a particular unit. 
In one first-floor classroom 
the 
math 
department 
meets. 
The question up for discussion 
is, “How do we' orient the stu­ 
dents to mathematics problem 
solving.” A first-year teacher 


feels that there should be an en­ 
tire unit devoted to these tech- 1 
niques during the first weeks of 
school. An idea is born. A major 
change in the math format is 
suggested. A veteran supports 
that idea saying that his classes 
certainly fell short in this area 
last year. 
T h e 
department 
chairman 
poses a n o t h e r alternative: I 
should this subject be spread 
out 
throughout 
the 
first 
six 
weeks instead of throwing the 
whole thing at them in one 
sweep of the hand. 
ALL AGREE THAT every de­ 
partment in the school is prone 
to 
hand 
out 
mimeographed 
reading material in the first few 
days of school, and that the 
“How to do it” of math is some­ 
thing much too important to be 
lost among these sheets . . . 
At the same time the new 
dean of students conducts a ses­ 
sion of social studies teachers 
in the library. The issue here 
is what policies will be in force 
for use of the central library. 


The dean believes that library 
silence should be a reasonable 
one where students might ask 
one another necessary questions 
about schoolwork. The others 
gathered around the long table 
nodding their assent, including 
a new’ librarian. 
Already 
agreements 
have 
been reached about the use of 
the library and the new viewing 
centers by teachers in the de­ 
partment. 
The dean summarizes the de­ 
cisions made in a crisp, con­ 
cise fashion, clearing the decks 
for discussion of other prob­ 
lems . . .

Faculty meetings will be held 
in Em ery Hall at George Wil- ’ 
Hams College, Plentywood Farm 
Restaurant, Glen Ellyn Savings 
& Loan, Thornhill Lecture Hall 
at the Morton Arboretum and 
at Northern Illinois Gas Co. 
The use of a variety of facili­ 
ties will provide the college with 
space for crucial planning meet­ 
ings, and at the same time, ac­ 
quaint new faculty members 
with the area. 
THE FACULTY meetings will 
include a discussion of the junior 
college philosophy, and organi­ 
zation for the educational pro­ 


gram, faculty participation and 
business. 
There will be demonstrations 
of advanced equipment to be 
used by the instructional re­ 
sources center.

ACCORDING TO college offi­ 
cials, a records fee of $5 will 
be paid only once when applying 
for admission as a student. It 
is non-refundable. 
Resident tuition (for residents 
of Junior College District 502) 
will be charged on the basis of 
$5.50 per credit hour for I to 18 
credit hours, with a maximum 
charge of $77; and $5.50 per 
credit hour for each additional 
credit hour over 18. 
Non-resident tuition (for resi­ 
dents of Illinois living outside 
the district) will be the same as 
in-district tuition rates for those 
students who have made appii- 


cation to the high school or jun­ 
ior college district of their resi­ 
dence for chargeback approval 
by that district. 
Such application must have 
been made prior to Ju ly I. When 
approval is received, the student 
may attend the College of Du­ 
Page at the in-district rates. 
Tuition for out-of-state resi­ 
dents is set at $22 per credit 
hour. 
A fee of $10 will be charged 
for students who register late, 
and a fee of $2 per course will 
be charged for each request for 
change after the last day of 
registration.

It happened that Robert Raymond. Lisle, was not present 
and the former road chairman John Earl, Downers Grove, 
presented the committee’s business to the board. He was 
silent on the Gleason proposal. 
The Gleason proposal, argued eloquently and with logic, 
asked that the county approve school crossing lights on Ogden 
Avenue where small tots had to cross at the risks of their lives. 
It is a state highway and had state approval. Although it was a 
state and township highway responsibility the county was asked 
to kick in $6,000 to end the hazard. 
Ronald Dold, county highway superintendent, had sent letters 
to Gleason, Downers Grove Township, and the former chairman 
of the road committee. There is no knowledge that the present 
chairman received such a letter. In any case, the road com­ 
mittee took no action. 
Gleason said he had been pleading with the baord for the 
past nine years for action but had gotten nowhere. He took his 
car and patrolled the highway and found that motorists paid no 
attention to 20 m p h. signs. It was outside an incorporated area 
so the county had a police responsibility. 
Rick Rickson, York, took the floor and said, “Wait a 
minute fellows! Doesn’t correct procedure tell us that pro­ 
posal of this kind must originate in the Road Committee and 
be presented by their chairman?” 
Mrs. Robert Dyer, Downers Grove, recommended the pro­ 
posal be turned over to the Road Committee which would report 
back at a later session. 
But Gleason stated that the need was urgent, children's 
lives were involved. Action cow was imperative (otherwise the 
Democrats might charge the county board as being sadistic).

They Transformed This Old Farmhouse 


When asked who did the in- tall as the main window. 
tenor decorating for the home

If you were familiar with the 
old Othmer farmhouse, 1060 S. 
Roselle Road, 
in 
1945 and 
hadn’t seen the place since, you 
would never believe what you 
see there today. 
The Torgny Westerbergs, in 
a f a m i l y project featuring 
Westerberg himself, have com­ 
pletely remodeled and modern­ 
ized the old two-story, clap­ 
board farmhouse which used to 


serve as headquarters for the 
Othmer farm. 
Now the structure has a 
living room and a two-car 
garage built on with Wester­ 
berg's engineering office above 
the garage. The old summer 
kitchen (that was) attached to 
the rear of the house has been 
torn down, and where the wind­ 
mill did stand is a modem, 
comfortable, glassed-in 
back 
porch. The well is still there, 
however, beneath the porch. 
W ESTERBERG has 
u s e d 


field stones, primarily granite 
and limestone, to beautify the 
lower walls of the house Cedar 
“shakes'* or siding rise from 
the stone portion of the walls 
to a split cedar or “shake 
roof. 
All inner walls in the house 
when the Westerbergs moved in 
have been removed with new 
partitions being added to suit 
the new family’s needs. 
The extensive project has 
taken time, 15 or more years 
in fact, and it “isn t really 
finished yet,” Mrs. Westerberg 
says. 
Most 
visitors 
might have 
trouble being casual about the 
Westerberg home. Furnished in 
Early American style with a 
color scheme throughout of 
beiges, tans, avocado greens 
and touches of cranberry red 
to accent the basic colors, it is 
a comfortable home with just 
the right amount of “lived-in 
look.” 


IT HAS been lived rn a n d 
worked in. Aside from the nor­ 
mal housework and rearing two 
daughters, the Wreste r b e r g s 
have housed an engineering 
office in the home since 1946 
when Westerberg moved from 
the office he shared with an 
architect in Park Forest 
From directing construction 
projects to testing soil and en­ 
gaging in the customary chores 
of a civil and sanitary engineer 
Westerberg has kept busy with 
his work. And his wife, Lillian, 
has kept busy along with him, 
working as his secretary and 
as a housewife. 
This summer, the home is 
sheltering the first son the 
Westerbergs ever had. Dan 
Ohlsson, 18 and a Swedish na­ 
tive, in the U. S. for a year. 
The 
Westerbergs 
have 
two 
married daughters and two 
granddaughters. 


ONE DAUGHTER, Virginia 
(Mrs. 
Larry Lavelle), lives 
with her Methodist minister 
husband in Bellevue, Wash. The 
other daughter, Lois (Mrs. Le- 
Roy Gaskin), is in Europe with 
her husband this summer. Le- 
Roy will finish graduate studies 
in soil science at M i c h i g a n 
State University next year. 
The Westerberg home stands 
near the front of 80 acres 
which Westerberg eventually 
plans to subdivide. He has 
built five houses on the front 
40 acres near his own home 
and is renting out the back 40 
to a truck gardener. 
A modest man. Westerberg is 
reluctant to talk about his ac­ 
complishments His wife, how­ 
ever, is quick to point out 
things he has done. 


“FOR THE HOUSE he used 
stones which were on the farm 
when we bought it. And he 
split them himself There was 
a great big pile of stones be­ 
hind the house, and he used 
them and other stones from the 


field.’’ Mrs 
Westerberg ex­ 
plained. 
She called attention to an oil 
painting her husband had done 
and mentioned the woodcarving 
he does in his spare time. 
Westerberg explained that he 
learned to lay stones by trial 
and error. 
“ I had no real training W hen 
I look at the first few stones 
I laid, r rn disappointed 
But 
I m pretty well satisfied with 
the last ones.” 


HE IS A firm believer in 
doing his own work. 
“I believe that until an en­ 
gineer or architect has had the 
tools in his own hands, it is 
hard for him to understand the 
craftsman and know how to ad­ 
vise him to do the work ’’ 
But W’esterberg has contrib­ 
uted more than the stone work 
to the house and to other 
houses he has supervised in 
building. He has carved the 
heavy oak fireplaces he installs 
in his buildings, and in his own 
home he added the rough-cut 
oak beams which emphasize 
the E a r l y American atmos­ 
phere of the Westerberg living 
room ceiling. 


In the home he built on a hill 
behind the Westerberg home he 
caned a stagecoach and horses 
into the fireplace mantle. For 
one home he caned a giant 
eagle 


BOTH OF the Westerbergs 
are active in 
church 
work, 
and one of their most prized 
possessions is a red leather 
overstuffed chair in the living 
room 
It 
was given to them 
for 25 years of work with chil­ 
dren at camp. 
Westerberg is a Rotan an and 
is active in the professional so­ 
ciety for engineers 
He em­ 
phasizes 
his 
belief in the 
church. 
“I believe in the churcn—if 
we can't find the answer for 
problems there. I don't know 
where we will find it.” 
In her spare time Mrs Wes­ 
terberg enjoys sewing — she 
made most of her daughters' 
clothes when they were home 
—but she admits that she has 
little time to sew nowadays. 
SHE HAS always enjoyed 
working with children and had 
done much of this type work 
in connection with the Palatine 
Methodist church. 


Westerberg replied: “She did.'’ 
“Ail I did was clean up after 
him,” she demurred. 
“The contribution she has 
made is putting up with the 
tremendous 
mess while 
we 
were getting the house done 
right,” be said. “At first we 
oouldn t afford to have things 
done, now that I can afford it 
there are some things I enjoy 
too much to hire out ” 


BIT ALL the sacrifices, hard 
work, learning new skills and 
time spent on the house appear 
justified when one w a l k s 
through the Westerberg home. 
Approaching the front door, 
one notices the three oak carv­ 
ings Westerberg has executed 
for outside ornaments. Directly 
upstairs and across a narrow 
hall is Westerberg’s spacious 
office, measuring 22 by 25 
feet. To the left is the main 
living area with a utility room 
and bedroom flanking the hall. 
The hall leads into a 19 by 
23-foot living room featuring a 
7 by 5-foot 6-inch picture win­ 
dow'. Two side panel w indow s 
measuring 18 inches are 
as 


ROUGH O AK beams on the 
sand float plaster-finished ceil­

The 
dark stones have been touched 
up with 
light-colored paint. 
Sliding glass windows provide 
a haven where the family can

furniture or dine at the central 
table. The walls are paneled 
with pecan. 
Dan now has the run of the 
upstairs w ith his own bath and 
bedroom. Formerly the two 
upstairs bedrooms belonged to 
the girls.

A cozy kitchen, with every­ 
thing arranged for minimum 
steps, branches off the dining 
area. 
OUTSIDE 
there 
is 
more 
evidence of Westerberg’s ver­ 
satility. Tall walnut trees and 
trim evergreens shade a care­ 
fully clipped lawn. He planted 
elms in the yard years ago. 
but Dutch elm disease has 
killed most of the elms. He is 
replacing the stricken trees 
with linden, locust and hard 
maple varieties 
As the Westerbergs 
gaze 
proudly around at the home 
they have rebuilt and remodel­ 
ed, each one tries to give the 
other credit for making it as 
attractive as it is. 
Westerberg sums it up with 
his comment: 
“It takes two to make an ef­ 
fective home. Certainly LU did 
her part.”

Age, Genes, Medicines 
Cause Female Hair Loss 


The relentless march of time 
plus genetic inheritance play a 
role in whether a woman’s 
crowning glory will remain 
thick and lustrous, or whether 
she will lose a good bit of hair 
as she ages. 
This is the view of Dr. T. D. 
Ar look, a dermatologist, who 
also notes reassuringly that 
most female baldness “is not 
an irreversible process in wom­ 
en, as a rule.” 
While there is little that can 
be done about aging or one s 
genes, baldness or hair thinning 
caused by too tight or frequent 
hair curling or by braiding that 


interferes with scalp circula­ 
tion or by excessive use of 
dyes, wave set solution, or hair 
sprays can be halted if these 
practices are stopped. 
CERTAIN MEDICINES may 
cause hair loss, as can exces­ 
sive vitamin A intake. Her phy­ 
sician should be alerted at once 
when a woman notices that a 
drug is inducing hair loss. 
Therapy, notes Dr. Arlook, 
must be based on the cause of 
the hair loss.

Doctor 
in the Kitchen'

Maybe this is where you 
came in, but it won’t hurt to 
go over it again, just m case 
you weren’t listening. Or in 
case you happen to be nursing 
the idea that it can’t happen 
unless you are careless. 
What I am talking about is 
accidental injury occurring in 
the kitchen. It takes all the joy 
out of a good meal to have the 
cook come to the table with a 
burned hand or having to stop 
everything to attend to a knife 
cut that might just as well have 
been avoided. 
THE KITCHEN is one of be 
more hazardous rooms in the 
house, in spite of what Mark 
Twain said about the bedroom, 
where so many people die. Yet 
the kitchen can be as safe as 
any place, with a little care 
and forethought, because the 
hazards are well-known and 
almost entirely preventable. 
Practically every kitchen has 
potholders knitted or crocheted 
by Aunt Hannah or Grandma 
or purchased at the Ladies’ Aid 
Bazaar, but what use are they 
in a drawer? Everybody knows 
that worn electric cords are 
dangerous, and that you don’t 
properly pull a plug by yanking 
the wire, but we still hear of 
electric flash fires in kitchens. 
HOT. GREASE will catch 


fire, but how often bas the vent 
above your stove, which gets 
clogged with greasy dust, been 
cleaned lately? Of course, you 
keep a clean kitchen, blk ifs 
easy to overlook such hidden 
spots. And when grease starts 
to burn, remember that throw­ 
ing water on it only spreads the 
fire. There should be a fire 
extinguisher in every kitchen. 
Where’s yours? 
Electric appliances create a 
number of hazards, besides 
being a great help when prop­ 
erly u s e d and maintained. 
When the toast won’t rise and 
starts burning in the toatfer, 
disconnect the appliance before 
you go fishing with a fork. 
Keep your hands off the 
water faucet when you have a 
connected electric appliance in 
your hand. While using a fan, 
be sure you don’t catch towels 
or loose sleeves in the whining 
blades. 
NEVER LAY 
your electric 
carving tools down while they 
are in action. Turn your elec­ 
tric iron off AND disconnect it 
before leaving it, just to be 
doubly sure. 
You have read and heard this 
a million times, but tragedies 
still occur because people will

insecticides and other 
poisons in the spioe cupboards.

Kerner Asserts 
New Leadership 


Any assessment of the 1967 General 
Assembly must include recognition of 
Gov. Otto Kerner s emergence as a 
strong Chief Executive and a skillful 
politician. 
Such leadership from the Governor's 
Mansion is long overdue in Illinois; it 
was imperative as far back as 1960, 
when we cited this void in state gov­ 
ernment as a prime reason for our 
enthusiastic support of Otto Kerner’s 
gubernatorial candidacy. 
Following his first-term victory. 
we wrote in this column: 
“The new 
governor has his job cut out for him; 
after nearly a decade of indifference 
and ineptness. Illinois is confronted 
with a desperate need for progres­ 
sive, determined leadership.*’ 


Kerner approached the 
governor­ 
ship, however, with a “non-political*’ 
posture which hampered his effective­ 
ness. 
Perceiving his role as that of 
“administrator,” he preferred to rely 
on the Democratic Legislature for polit­ 
ical innovation and leadership. He be­ 
lieved this role appropriate under our 
“separation of powers*’ concept of gov­ 
ernment. 
As a result, both the governorship 
and state languished. 
Reviewing his record in the 1961 
General Assembly, we said Kerner’s 
“dexterity in side-stepping issues was 
beginning to make it appear that he 
reacts only when the puppeteer pulls a 
string.” 
We were further disappointed in 
1963. when we scored the governor 
for “failing to give leadership,” pur­ 
suing his programs “half-heartedly,” 
and permitting many of his most 
important proposals to die “an in­ 
glorious death, partly because the 
governor didn’t fight very hard for 
them.” 
By the end of his first term in 1964, 
we sadly noted that Kerner “has not 
fought as hard as he should have for 
the things he said were necessary and 
which could be gotten only by putting 
up a fight.” We supported the Repub­ 
lican gubernatorial candidate, Charles 
H. Percy, in his unsuccessful bid for 
office. 
In 1965 we again reminded Gov. 
Kerner that “he cannot be satisfied 
simply with presenting a program. He 
must give vigorous day-to-day leader­ 
ship to get it enacted.” 
Now, in 1967 Kerner has demonstrat­ 


ed such leadership and given evidence 
of the political potential which first 
attracted us in 1960. 
The “new” Kerner has learned from 
experience that an effective governor 
must also be a strong political leader; 
his accomplishment as one 
depends 
upon his skill as the other. 
Ironically, Kerner’s change of pos­ 
ture came when, for the first time, he 
was confronted with a GOP controlled 
legislature. 
Kerner began to define and mold 
his new image early this year with 
a series of progressive programs and 
deft handling of legislative politics. 
Throughout this session. Kerner has 
been the “man in charge,” never per­ 
mitting the Republicans to seize the 
initiative or “call the shots.” 
With his newly-asserted independ­ 
ence of action, Kerner has acted on 
occasion against the wishes of his own 
party—and particularly Mayor Richard 
J. Daley, who at one time was reported 
ready to “dump” him. 
But the new 
Kerner has changed such 
attitudes, 
and Daley has acknowledged the gov­ 
ernor’s recent strength by hailing him 
as the party’s standard-bearer for 1968 
Prior to 1967, the Kerner record was 
acceptable, if unspectacular; his ad­ 
ministration has been free of the major 
scandals which plagued his predeces­ 
sors, and he has been particularly ef­ 
fective in attracting new business and 
industry to the state. 
In contrast to 
its neighboring states, Illinois’ job mar­ 
ket and industrial development have 
accelerated in recent years. 
But it is this year that Kerner 
has made his most significant accom­ 
plishments. It was largely due to his 
leadership and initiative that Illinois 
has made major strides in such areas 
as mental health, prisoner rehabili­ 
tation, 
unemployment 
reform, 
mi­ 
grant workers’ protection, state gov­ 
ernment modernization, higher edu­ 
cation, equal job opportunities, and 
air and water pollution. 
We believe Gov. Kerner will seek a 
third term. And if his leadership and 
achievement of these last eight months 
is indicative of what we might expect 
for another four years, we may be 
compelled 
to reiterate 
our editorial 
comment of 1960: 
“To resolve its problems. Illinois will 
need a Chief Executive with vision, 
intellectual capacity, and moral cour­ 
age. It has such a man in Otto Kerner.”

Behind the Headlines 
Vital State Issues

The Committee for Econom­ 
ic Development might have 
been looking at the Illinois 
Sute court system when the 
nation-wide group of business­ 
men and educators drew up 
their concept of the ideal ju­ 
dicial system, but the group 
was alw looking at Illinois 
when it lashed out at other 
aspects of state government. 
In July, CE called for ail 
states to adopt a modern, 
s t a t e w i d e court system. 
Judges should be appointed 
for long terms, and minimum 
levels of judicial compensa 
tion should be sufficient to 
command 
r e s p e c t , 
GED 
stressed. 


SINCE THE 1962 court re­ 
form went into effect in Illi­ 
nois Jan. I. 1964, the sUte 
has had a unified system con­ 
sidered by many to be among 
the best in the nation. This 
is not to say that Illinois no 
longer has problems with its 
courts. 
“We do have minor prob­ 
lems.” according to SU Ie 
Rep. Gerald W. Shea, ad­ 
ministrative 
assisUnt 
to 
John S. Boyle, chief judge 
of the Cook County Circuit 
Court. “But we have the 
only truly unified system in 
the nation, beginning with 
the traffic courts and work­ 
ing up. After 3*2 years we 
are still in the embryonic 
stage, but the system is 
good and it will improve as 
we gain more experience 
in dealing with the prob­ 
lems.” 


'Although we have a unified 
system as GED recommends. 
we do not completely follow 
their 
recommendation 
con­ 
cerning the election of judges 
on nonpartisan ballots. Our 
judges are nominated at party 
conventions first: then in suc­ 
cessive elections each judge 
runs on his record Associate 
and circuit judges are placed 
on judicial retention ballots 
ever)' 
six years. 
Appellate 
and Supreme Court judges 
run every IO years. 


“TO REMAIN in office a 
judge must receive one more 
‘yes’ v o t e than ‘no’ vote,” 
Shea explained. 
“He think our system is 
much better than the one 
recommended b> CEO. A 
hill which would have set 
up a system like CEO rec­ 
ommended was introduced 
in the last session of the 
Legislature, hut it was kill­ 
ed by the House judiciary 
committee.” 
Shea praised the flexibility 
of the Illinois system “If one 
court 
bogs down with too 
many cases, more judges can 
be assigned to cut down the 
backlog. If additional court­ 
rooms are needed in certain 
areas, they can be added. 
“We have a new data proc­ 
essing system which allowed 
us to send out complete data 
on 45.000 cases to both the 
plaintiffs* and defendants' at­ 
torneys. We can find out any­ 
thing we need to know about 
any of the cases we have on 
file in minutes. Now we have 
an over-all picture of what is 
going on in our courts.”

Cliffs Edge 
A Tale of Two Armies

Once upon a time there was 
a kingdom that had not one, 
but two armies. 
Each was commanded by a 
powerful lord. Each claimed 
the territory and loyalties of 
half of the kingdom, 
and 
there was little dispute. 
Commanding the kingdom's 
army of the north was Leo the 
Likeable, Duke of Addison and 
Sheffield. 


LEADING the army of the 
south was Edward the Brash, 
Duke of Comiskey. 
Unhappily, for a kingdom 
so endowed with two armies, 
it realized little success and 
glory in the quest for world 
leadership. Its armies seemed 
to have a penchant for ending 
up second best. Indeed, they 
sometimes finished up any­ 
where from third - through- 
tenth best. 
This almost constant failure 
on the part of both armies 
was attributed, by their crit­ 


ics, to their plans of attack, 
which varied as greatly as 
mane and tail, though both 
are of hair. 


LORD LEO’S armies were 
noted largely for their slash­ 
ing, bashing, flashing charg­ 
es, awesome displays of pow­ 
er with spears and 
arrows 
piercing the enemy’s tightest 
defenses and topping his high­ 
est walls. 
Unfortunately, Leo’s lieu­ 
tenants had become so ob­ 
sessed with offense that they 
i g n o r e d 
the 
holes 
in 
their own shields and were 
thus often laid waste in 
counterattacks of equally vi­ 
cious proportions to their 
own. 
The army of Lord Edward, 
on the other hand, had about 
as much offense as a one­ 
wheeled chariot. 
Edward’s forces would ar­ 
rive at the scene of combat, 
scout the enemy and entrench. 
Generally, 
they 
would 
not 
leave their trenches in any 
kind of offensive thrust for 


eight or nine days (the nor­ 
mal duration of battles in 
these days) and sometimes 
would be entrenched for as 
long as 22 or 23 days. 
Edward’s 
approach 
to 
warfare did nothing to cre­ 
ate exciting battles, hut this 
did little to daunt the en­ 
thusiasm of the thousands in 
the 
kingdom 
who 
would 
gather on the sides of the 
hills and cheer on their fa­ 
vorites. their tankards of 
ale uplifted. 
As was probably inevitable, 
the fortunes of war being what 
they are, there came a year 
(the year of the Loon, it was) 
when the two lords showed up 
for the warring season with 
better than average armies. 


LEO THE Likeable had seen 
to it that every man in his 
army had a shield and had 
even gone so far as to be sure 
he knew how to use it. 
Edward the 
Brash, 
by 
some probably u n I o r d I y 
means, 
had 
managed 
to 
pick up from other armies 


a couple of .360 spear throw­ 
ers and the throngs on the 
hillside were appalled to see 
Edward's chargers, rallying 
around these 
experienced 
battlers, charging out 
of 
their trenches as early as 
the fifth or sixth day. 
If they were appalled, the 
kingdom’s scribes were flab­ 
bergasted. 
They 
began 
to 
speculate on the unlikely like­ 
lihood of total victory that 
year by each army and even­ 
tually went so far as to write 
glorious predictions of a bat­ 
tle between the two armies, 
not for kindgom supremacy, 
but SUPREMACY OF THE 
. WORLD. 
Alas, it was not to come 
about. 


FROM A NEARBY kingdom 
to the west came a band of 
warriors wearing funny little 
birds on their helmets 
and 
carrying nothing but malice in 
their evil hearts and in a 
series of battles routed Leo’s 
minions. 


In the camp of Edward 
the Brash, things were a 
little 
different, 
but 
not 
much. First, it was discov­ 
ered that, after the initial 
shock, the opposing forces 
had little regard for 
Ed­ 
ward's .300 spear throwers. 
Before long Edward's army 
was 
back 
in 
the 
trench, 
grumbling 
about 
how 
long 
the campaigns 
were 
these 
days and trying to beat back 
the determined onslaught of 
a good three or four adver­ 
saries. 


AS NIGHT began to fall 
earlier on the hillsides above 
the battle grounds, the mass­ 
es huddled together over their 
tankards and basked in the 
recollections of the mellow 
victories of the past cam­ 
paign. 
And at least one scribe was 
heard to mutter as he labored 
over a hot scroll and quill, 
“Just think what we could do 
if we were to combine those 
armies . . . .

tem. 
This means that now 
the magistrates are not re­ 
sponsive to local pressures,” 
Shea said. 
“A recent incident in In­ 
diana serves lo illustrate 
the point. A man was ar­ 
rested for speeding, brought 
before the local justice of 
peace 
and 
fined 
$1

speeding after he pleaded 
guilty. Court costs were as­ 
sessed at 518. The justice 
of peace got a percentage 
of the costs.” 
A similar system once ex­ 
isted here, but in Illinois to­ 
day fines go into the court 
system, and judges are given 
adequate compensation. 
Magistrates 
make 
$15,000 
statewide and $19,500 in Cook 
C o u n t y . Associate judges 
make 
$17,500 
to 
$20,000 
throughout the state, depend­ 
ing on the size of the county. 
An additional $9,000 Is added 
for associate judges rn Cook 
County. 


CIRCUT COURT j u d g e s 
make $23,500. plus $9,000 in 
Cook County. Appellate judges 
receive $35,000 annually, and 
Supreme Court judges receive 
$37,500. 
After 20 years, the judge 
can retire at 75 per cent of 
his former salary. Seventy is 
the 
compulsory 
retirement 
age except for those 70 or 
over when the court reform 
was passed. 
The reformed court sys­ 
tem in Illinois seeks to do 
away with the worst condi­ 
tions CED deplored in many 
states. But there is s t i l l 
room for improvement in 
other areas of government 
in the state. 
“A dramatic, nationwide in­ 
stance of neglect in applica­ 
tion of state powers is the 
modernization of local govern­ 
ments,” CED charged. “Un­ 
der American constitutional 
law, the 50 states have abso­ 
lute and exclusive authority 
for the creation and dissolu­ 
tion of their local govern­ 
ments . . . There is a wide 
area within which state legis­ 
latures can move—but have 
not to c o r r e c t deficiencies 
that plague the nation’s 80,- 
000 local units.” 


CED CRITICIZED the re­ 
luctance of state legislators to 
use properly available finan­ 
cial resources, resulting in an 
increasing reliance of the na­ 
tional government for support 
of state and local services. 
“In January, 
1567, there 
were 
17 
stat es 
without 
a 
broad-based personal income 
tax, 13 without such a levy 
on corporate incomes, and 
without a general sales tax,” 
the CED report said. 
Illinois does not have a 
personal income tax, and 
the need for state revenue 
forced passage of the emer­ 
gency sales tax measure in 
the last week of the General 
Assembly session. The 5 per 
cent sales tax authorized by 
the Legislature gives Illi­ 
nois the highest such tax 


in the U.S. 
To institute a personal in­ 
come 
tax, 
a 
constitutional 
amendment would have to be 
passed, some maintain. This 
consideration will be among 
the more controversial mat­ 
ters discussed if voters ap­ 
prove a constitutional conven­ 
tion in November 1968. 
CED is concerned about the 
low salaries of legislators in 
many states. Some members 
are paid less than legislative 
doorkeepers or capitol jani­ 
tors . 
the report said. 
“Since we recommend in this 
statement that governors be 
paid no less than congress­ 
men. it follows that $15,000 
should be the current mini­ 
mum legislative salary'. Sal­ 
aries in larger states should 
be at least $25,000. 
“Illlinois 
legislators 
now 
make $9,000 annually. 


REP. EUGENE F.Schlick- 
man 
(R-Arlington 
Heights) 
agrees that legislators do not 
receive adequate compensa­ 
tion. “There should be an in­ 
crease 
in 
legislators’ 
sal­ 
aries.'' he said, “because be­ 
ing a legislator is becoming 
more of a full-time occupa­ 
tion.” 
He did not agree, however, 
with another recommendation 
of CED. The committee urged 
four-year terms for all state 
legislators. “I'm not too thrill­ 
ed about the idea of four-year 
terms 
for 
representatives,” 
Schlickman said. 
“True, now we represent­ 
atives have to run for office 
every’ two years. But this 
helps us to be sensitive to 
the needs of the people we 
serve. I think with the pres­ 
ent bicameral system, with 
state senators serving four- 
year terms and representa­ 
tives two-year terms, the 
people are well served.” 
Concerning CED’s proposal 
that no state house have more 
than IOO members, Schlick­ 
man said: 
“A House of Representa­ 
tives with IOO members is an 
ideal that will not be accom­ 
plished without a constitution­ 
al convention which is not 
controlled by legislators. And 
that is unlikely to happen. I 
personally feel we do have 
too large a House of Repre­ 
sentatives. It should be large 
enough to reflect various in­ 
terests in the state, cultural, 
industrial, racial and so forth, 
and I think IOO would he ade­ 
quate to do that.” 


ILLINOIS HAS 58 state sen­ 
ators and 177 representatives 
when all offices are filled. 
In summary: the CED re­ 
port calls attention to vital 
issues which the states must 
consider if they are to pre­ 
vent the complete transfer of 
their existing powers to Wash­ 
ington D. C. On the whole, 
Illinois does not fare too bad­ 
ly when contrasted with the 
other 49 states, especially in 
the area of court reform, but 
there remains much to do. 


rach Bond (D-St. Clair Coun­ 
ty) then took over as first 
state governor, but as things 
would have it, the first Ninian 
Edwards was again governor 
in 1826 to 1830. 


BUT, THE first Ninan Ed­ 
wards was not an unbusy man 
before becoming a state gov­ 
ernor. He holds the consider­ 
able distinction that when he 
ceased being territorial gov­ 
ernor, 
he immediately 
be­ 
came a U.S. Senator, years 
1818 and 1819. 


The first Ninian Edwards 
was born Mar. 17, 1775 in 
Montgomery 
County, 
Md. 
He died in Belleville on July 
20. 1833, age 58. 


Ninian

Edwards, 
ac­ 
cording to an informed sourc 
was a buddy of Abraham 
Lincoln, 
although, 
like 
his 
father, he was a Democrat. 


HIS PUBLIC career includ­ 
ed that of attorney general, 
Sept. I, 1834 to the time of 
his resignation on Feb. 7, 
1835. Jesse B. Thomas then 
took his place on Feb. 12, 1835 
and served until Jan. 8. 1836, 
at which time he resigned. 
(For some strange reason, 
the next four attorney gener­ 
als also resigned, these resig­ 
nations continually plaguing 
the office until Nov. 19, 1840.) 


Ninian W. Edwards again 
shows up in the Blue Book 
roster as Superintendent of 
Public Instruction. In fact, 
he was the state’s first, ap­ 
pointed by the governor on 
Mar. 24, 1854. He served in 
this post for nearly three 
years. 


According to our informed 
source, the Ninian W. Ed­ 
wards home in Springfield is 
being restored by the state 
and it is close to the present 
Lincoln home in the capital. 


THE BLUE Book gives hon­ 
ors to women as well as men. 
While many may know, many 
others 
may 
not: 
Lucy L. 
Flower was the first woman 
elected to a trusteeship of the 
University 
of 
Illinois. 
She 
served from 1895 to 1901. A 
school in Chicago has been 
named for her. 


But once Lucy L. Flower 
made 
the 
female 
break­ 
through at the university, she 
was quickly followed by Julia 
Holmes 
Smith 
and 
Mary 
Turner Carnel. However, this 
intrusion in numbers of wom­ 
en on the state academic 
scene by this date has nearly 
been corrected. 


The Secretary of State’s 
office must have been a 
real problem in early Illi­ 
nois. Of the first nine sec­ 
retaries of state, beginning 
in 1818, seven resigned and 
two were removed. This sit­ 
uation lasted until 1846 when 
Horace S. Cooley was ap­ 
pointed by Gov. French. He 
then was elected secretary 
of state in 1859 but a year 
later he died. 


Of the two secretaries who 
were removed from office, 
one was Lyman Trumbull. He 
served two years and was 
removed in 1843. But, Illinois 
being a great state and Mr. 
Trumbull being 
industrious. 
he then went on to become 
a U.S. Senator, 1855 to 1861, 
as a Democrat, and then 
from 1861 to 1873 as a Re­ 
publican. 


SPEAKING OF problems of 
resignation, the Auditor of 
Public Accounts office has 
had only one resignation: Or­ 
ville E. 
Hodge. 
The Blue 
Book contains no explanation 
for this unprecedented occur­ 
rence. 


The Illinois Blue Book con­ 
tains

biographies of 
great men, great iiving men. 
But the finest one, the one 
with the most adjectives to 
describe the rise to eminence, 
contains these phrases: 
“a 
recognized leader,” “A close

state drive credited with car­ 
rying Illinois for President 
Truman in 1948,” “played a 
leading role in the establish­ 
ment of the new Department

Who is this great man? 
None other than Paul Powell. 
Secretary of State, and by the 
way, if you’ve forgotten, edi­ 
tor, Illinois Blue Book.

AUGUST IS A time for reading the newspapers, because in 
August—especially when the sky is low and the air is cold—there 
is not always much else to do.

But reading newspapers is not necessarily good for the soul * 
or the spirit. 
They are troubling, the newspapers, because they remind 
you daily that we, are trapped in a jungle on the other side of the | 
globe and that our cities are crashing down around us and that 
the heart and life is going out of baseball. 
Things are not as they should be when the youth of a land is 
being methodically shot to death or when the youth is methodi­ 
cally shooting or looting or smashing or when the youth finds 
that baseball is no longer as it was in the American fable. 
It is the baseball that concerns us bere, not that it is 
more important than the rest, but because this is a sports 
corner and because what is happening to the grand game is 
grave indeed. 
You do not, if you have any compassion, read a sterile, one- 
paragraph report that an Eddie Mathews has been shipped off to 
Detroit without becoming at least a little troubled. 
You remember the years and the service and the greatness 
that he gave to the Braves, that only he was with them in Boston 
and through the Milwaukee adventure and again in Atlanta. 
And you remember that the owners then had no more use of 
him, that they put aside the thought of not just the service he 
gave but even the money he made for theVn, that they summarily 
sold his body and his bat to Houston without even the courtesy of 
telling him. 
You wonder why they couldn't, out of decency to the 
man, let him quietly go to pasture as a Brave, or make him 
a coach, and tell him thank you, Mr. Mathews, for what you 
have done for this franchise. 
And when you are at last able to put the thought out of your 
mind there comes word that Houston also no longer needs him,; 
that he has been peddled to Detroit in a league he doesn't know. | 
You admire him because he goes, because he at least is still 
loyal to the game that is his life, but you know it must hurt that 
he has been deprived of a great career’s twilight moments, that 
he has instead been sold into a baseball player's limbo. 
It comes clear then that when an Eddie Mathews is deni**d 
his twilight, whatever the financial considerations, the heart h is 
gone out of baseball. At least, you console yourself, Lou Gehrig 
was allowed to die a Yankee. 
And then you read of a baseball owner who implies that 
his players are sparse in moral fiber, who is in turn 
denounced by the players and scalded by the public, who’ 
makes a martyr of his manager by firing him. And when 
you think you have that all clear, it is suggested that the 
manager manipulated much of the situation to win his own 
freedom, and take his services to another city. 
There is the suggestion that the owner too is manipulating, 
trying himself to win a ticket to another town, taking with him 
all the players except the one he fired in the heat of the 
battle, getting himself in effect booted out. 
Ifs also said that he hires spies to peek at the private 
activities of the men he owns, and that he was controlled by his 
own envy of the popular manager. 
Then you come back to the suggestion that the manager too 
may be without halo, and nothing is clear except how it must 
read and sound to a 17-year old who may someday be a baseball 
player and who is already cynical enough about life. 
And more troubling yet—more distressing than the dis­ 
grace of Eddie Mathews and the comedy of Kansas City— 
are the words of an old man who played the game before 
most of today’s baseball players lived, who was part of the 
era of color and dash that is now as cold as the bronze and 
granite of Cooperstown. 
He is called Lefty O'Doul, he is TO years old, and a few days 
ago he was compelled to speak out about the game that was good 
to him. 
His concern was not about the heartlessness of the game, or 
about the way that the men who own it can make a charade of 
it, or at least it wasn’t that day. 
It was more basic than that, the gnawing inside Lefty 
O’Doul, directly to the source of the game. 
“I guess,” he said, ‘‘I’ve never been as worried about base­ 
ball as I have been in recent years. When I was a kid, every­ 
body—from eight to 25—played baseball. Take a walk around 
town now and you’ll be lucky if you see even one sandlot game. 
That, I believe, is baseball's great weakness today, a lack of 
supply, and maybe that is why kids are making it to the majors 
now right out of high school.” 
They are not the idle mutterings of a man who has lived 
since the year 1897. They are worries, proper worries, of a 
man who was a piece of the game, and who in his heart will 
be always wed to it. 
O’Doul came to the game slowly, not staying a full season in 
the major leagues until he was 31. But at 32, he batted .398, and 
he gave to the game a lifetime standard of .349, and won 
qualification to speak up. 
He is troubled now that with Williams gone, and so too 
Musial and Dimaggio, and with Clemente and Aaron and Mantle 
and Mays and Cepeda soon to be gone, that there won’t be a 
giant in the game. 
He is troubled that now a man with a batting average of .299 
can rank fifth in the American League, and that .278 is good 
enough for the top IO. 
He is troubled because the players, some scarcely old 
enough to drive the cars that come with their bonuses, are 
hurried into the game as unfinished products, there hopefully 
to be molded and shaped and completed by managers and 
coaches. 
Often they are not completed, and you know it when you 
read the New York Yankees lineup of 1967 and realize that after 
the wounded eagle Mantle there is no one who has known, or will 
know, glory. 
It goes back to the kids, because you do not see them on the 
sandlots anymore, and if they are seen there, they're hustled off 
to an organized program, hunched into antiseptic suits, paraded 
into a six-week season and then bid farewell until another 
summer. 
It is not that long since I was that young, but it has changed 
that much already. 
Where do boys stay out now until the 
darkness and the wail of a mother force them from the sandlot, 
filled with the anxiousness that the next day might come early 
and hot? What boy now plays the game for the love of it, and 
only that? 
Not the 11-year old who would rather be part of what’s going 
on at The Cellar or The Happening, and certainly not the boy 
who has read about Eddie Mathews.

awareness of the moral power 


of television; 


—asks each Methodist region­ 
al conference to develop a re­ 
lated program for local church­ 
es; 
—promises that the national 
church w ill make educational 
aids available and w ill interpret 
the whole project to the tele­ 
vision industry. 


The purpose of the project is 
threefold, Rev. Gums explain­ 
ed. Hopefully, it w ill make the 
viewer more consciously aware 
of what he is watching, encour­ 
age the industry to air more 
creative programs, and stimu­ 
late dialogue between churches 
and the industry.

Rumsfeld Defends Rat Bill Vote, 
Says Programs Exist for Control 


U S. Rep. Donald Rumsfeld <R-13th) was among the con­ 
gressmen who voted against the now famous “rat control bill ' 
which the Johnson Administration backed. 
The local congressman has been attacked by supporters of 
the bill who sided with President Johnson who said “The least 
we can d is to give our children the same protection we give 
our livestock.” 
Rumsfeld, replying in a gener­ 
al release to his critics, com­ 
mented, “No one was more dis­ 
turbed than I that a few at­ 
tempted to make a joke of the 
bill by making a joke of the 
problem. 
“FURTHER, I must say that 
the low quality of dialogue dur­ 
ing these troubled times is dis­ 
turbing. Many seem too eager to 
assign blame, assume bad mo­ 
tives, 
rather than 
contribute 
meaningfully to a constructive 
dialogue aimed at solving our 
national problems.*’ 
Rumsfeld labeled the Johnson 
rat control bill “an unwise bill” 
and said the answer, rather than 
new legislation, would be in im­ 
proving the Comprehensive Pub­ 
lic Health Services programs. 
The local congressman voted 
for the Comprehensive Health 
Services program in October, 


1966. 
This program was a Johnson 
Administration bill and at the 
time, the President was quoted 
as saying, “At present, the fed­ 
eral government o f f e r s the 
states formula grants for cate­ 
gorical programs dealing with 
specific diseases. This leads to 
an unncessarily rigid and com­ 
partmentalized a p p r o a c h to 
health problems. 
“OUR PURPOSE must be to 
help redirect and reform frag­ 
mented programs which encour­ 


age inefficiency and confusion 
and fail to meet the total health 
needs of our citizens.” 
Rumsfeld charged that 
th e 
President’s rat control bill 
is 
a reversal of the philosophy he 
stated in 1966 when the Com­ 
prehensive Public Health Serv­ 
ices program was introduced. 
I Rum s f e I d commented that 
presently five federal depart­ 
ments and agencies now admini­ 
ster health programs which in­ 
clude rat control. 
He cited the $2.9 million the 
Office of Economic Opportunity 
has granted Chicago during the 
past two years for a program 
of rat extermination. 
The Department of Housing 
and Urban Development, Rus- 
feld said, was created to work 
with localities in carrying out 
improvement programs, among 
them the rat control problem. 
RUMSFELD QUOTES U. S. 
Rep. Henry Reuss, a Democrat 
from Wisconsin, who authored 
separate views in a committee 
report on the rat control bill. 
Ruess said, “I must express 
grave reservations whether set­ 
ting up a new categorical grant 
program in the Department of 
Housing and urban Development 
is the most efficient and eco­ 
nomical way of accomplishing 
the objective.” 
He commented that the rat 
control program would dictate 


local public health priorities be­ 
cause of the easy funding for 
cities. 
More particularly,” R u e s s 
said, “the bill could fragment 
and skew the local p u b l i c 
health agency’s program 
f o r 
attacking all carriers of com­ 
municable diseases.” 
REUSS POINTED out that the 
present Comprehensive Health 
Services program in a block 
grant to localities replaces nine 
separate public health category* I 
cal grant programs: c a n c e r 
control, heart disease, tubercu-1 
yealth, chronic illness and th e1 
health of the aged, home health 
services and general health. 
Rumsfeld urged that Demo­ 
crats give more consideration 
to welfare legislation proposed 
this Congress by Republicans, 
himself included. 
He said the Democrats have 
not given consideration or sched­ 
uled bearings for the bills. 
SEVEN BILLS Rumsfeld list­ 
ed, he believes, would attack 
the whole broader problem of 
city slums and welfare of the 
nation’s poor than a fragmen­ 
tized program policy as pro­ 
noted in the rat control b i I L

nues to the states. 
—H. R. 4309, introduced by 
U. S. Rep. Thomas B. Curtis 
(R-Mo.) to allow tax credits for 
part of the cost of providing 
facilities for the control of wa­ 


ter and air pollution.
